George L. Clothier, Field Assistant 
for tho United States Bureau of For 
eatrr, and tn charge of the co^opera 
Tlve trSepIaHTTtrgr 7!k»- boon xllotliMl 
a large area adjoining the six-acre ' 
map of the United States, that Is 
worked out with the representative 
crops of the various states and ter- 1 
rltories. , 

The 160 act'es, reduced 10 times. Is 
laid out as a model farm. The farm¬ 
stead occupies the northeast corn&T 
of the site and contains 936 square 
rods. A model farmhouse, with 
model barn, stables and outbuildings, 
are to be erected. There is an or¬ 
chard. vineyard, gardon, stock and 
podtry yards, pig atlea. and all of the 
other equipments for a farmstead. 

The fields are all of the same alze. 

, 30 by lit rods Five of .aem run 
east and jUst and are parallel. The 
fifth Is on’ ihnorth end of the tract, - 
and. with the farmstead, are aa long 
as the other five combined are wide. 

Windbreaks are planted on tho 
south and west aide* of th* entire 
farm. The windbreak la placed here 
because th* prevailing winds In Ml* 
souti and Kansan come from those di¬ 
rection*. On a farm of ICO acres 
these windbreaks would be a belt of 
trees 82 % feet thlcx. On the nodal 
farm at the World's Pair all of the 
tree* beat adapted for th# pufpose 
will be stipwn. On the bottom land 
the best trees are cottonwood and 
box elder. On the upland* ash sad 
osaae orange make good wlndbreaka. 
Russian mulberry and white elm or 
hack berry, with aah or Russian wild 
olive, prove very effective. All of the 
various combinations will be a*>wn 
in the World's Fair windbreaks. The 
young trees for these windbreaks are 
not planted Irregularly, but are set 
out In squares Uk* corn and are cul¬ 
tivated. 

The fences between the fields, too. 
are exhibit* of forestry. Tree* will 
be planted at regular Intervals anl 
the wire fencing will be thus nailed 
to live posts. This will demonstrate 
economy both In s^ace covered and 
In the coet of building. In addition 
to their uses aa live fence posts these 
rows of trees constitute subsidiary 
windbreaks..- 

The windbreaks serve to protect 
the crops in the fields. When the 
hot wind* sweep toward the fields 
they strike the bolts of trues, are 
tossed In the air. and pass over the 
field. The shade they cause conserves 
the moisture in the soil and serves 
the farmer In other valuable ways. 

The rotation of crop* aa exempli¬ 
fied on this model farm Is full of 
valuable and practical Information. 
Oa this six-field farm Mr. Clothier 
ban arranged for a five-year rotation. 
On one field alfalfa will be nlanta l. j 
and it will be shown that this must j 
be fefl for flve years to obtain the r 
best results for boththe crop and ;

SOLAR MOTION. 


A CHAT WITH A POET 


1 DIGESTION 


THE DEATH CUP. 


| Can we find out anything about .the 
' motion* of our aolar system? The old 
I ustronvmer. before the invention of 
spectroscopic methods, could attack 
1 the problem only by a consideration of 
certain stellar motions. It has been 
found that these motions ars not alto¬ 
gether casual In character, ss ws 
should expect, but there is s tendency 
j to a grouping of the motions—an *r- 
I rangetnent other than fortuitous. II 
appears that the .Individual stars form¬ 
ing the so called consteUstlons on the 
sky are slowly closing up near s cer¬ 
tain point of the heaven*'and aa slow¬ 
ly opening out near a point diametric¬ 
ally opposite. This is Just what we 
should expect If the solar system is ap¬ 
proaching the point where the stars 
ore opening out. The phenomenon has 
been compared to Wbst we see when n 
regiment of soldiers marches toward, 
us. At first there is visible a confused 
mass of meu only, but as distance di¬ 
minishes the ranks open Oct until each 
Individual becomes at last plainly visi¬ 
ble. 

In this way It has been possible to de 
termlne approximately the position on 
the sky of the ••apex'' of solar motion, 
or that point toward which our solar 
system Is at present traveling. It Is in 
the constellation Hercules. We are 
obliged to assume that oUr path Is for 
the moment a straight line. But ws 
mean that "momeut" which began 
wheu James Bradley, gouruienced the 
first star catalogue at ntodern precision, 
about 1750, and which w ill -end long 
after present generation* of men have 
passed sway. So mighty Is the orbit 
In question that many centuries must 
cotne and go ss moments before we can 
hope to detect the orbit's (Curvature. 

We arc like travelers In the famous 
“corkacrew" tunnel of the 8t. Gotha rd 
railway. Trains enter on s low level 
a ml after going around # huge curve 
cut In the mountalii emerge from the 
tunnel again on A higher lerel and at a 
lioint almost directly above the eo- 
trnuce. Passengers while In the dark 
tunnel often atunso themselves by 
watching tbo needle of • pocket com¬ 
pass. which makes a complete revolu¬ 
tion during the passage. But without 
the compass they could not know wheth¬ 
er the train was moving ou n straight 
or curved track, and so w f passengers ! 
j cf the solar system, toev caunot know 1 
by observation whether cur great cos¬ 
mic track U straight or curved-until, ! 
like the compass, the astronomer's In¬ 
struments shall tell us the truth.—Har- j 
old Jacoby.

It wilt cost approx¬ 
imately, .*$0Q,000 and will he construct¬ 
ed-of wood and staff. “Roman archi¬ 
tecture with an American ’ feeling" Is 
the description given of Ita architec¬ 
tural atyle by the architect, Mr. Isaac 
8. Taylor. The edifice will consist of 
three architectural masses connected 
by balcdtoied links. The-center will be 
crowned-by a dome which will be gild¬ 
ed and surmounted by a winged vic¬ 
tory.

Sev¬ 
eral states will erect reproduction at 
buildings famous in their history. 
Louisiana has submitted the plans for 
I a reproduction of the Cabildo. the 
structure at New Orleans where the 
formal transfer of the Louisiana ter¬ 
ritory was made la 1803. New JOraey 
will erect a replica of the house at 
Morristown, which was the headquar¬ 
ters of General Washington during the 
Revolution. Mississippi proposes to 
build a copy of Beauvoir, the home of 
Jefferson Davis. A copy of the en¬ 
trance to the University of Virginia 
will probably be reproduced by that 
sute. Texas may build a copy of the 
celebrated Alamo, and Iowa will erect 
as Its state building a structure that Is 
strongly reminiscent of Ita historic 
state capltoL 

The state reservation of the Fair 
site Is a beautiful wooded plateau of 
150 acres on the higher level la the 
southeast part of the site overlooking 
the main pari of the site. It will be 
further Improved by a landscape lay¬ 
out which will include a park system 
of gardens and roads.
